‘of California and especially Richmond. In this city there 
is outlined. a standard for all dairies to follow and if they 
cannot: or will:not comply: with it, then they must go out 
of business. There is no such thing as first and second 
grades of milk.

EUTHANASIA AGAIN 


Dr. ‘Hiaiselden of Chicago, who aroused a big medical 
controversy a year or two ago by refusing to save the 
life-af'a baby born hopelessly defective, has come into the 
limelight ‘again. It is another case of “euthanasia,” or 
painless death rather. than a life of continued suffering. 

‘But in the present case Dr. Haiselden goes farther, 
Trstéad of r.e-ely permitting an infant to die by the pas- 
sive method of refusing surgical aid, Dr. Haiselden has 
taken matters actively. into his own hands. He has been 
administering opiates which, while intended incidentally 
to*relieve pain, are meant primarily to cause a slow and 
“pairtless death. 

The baby in question’ is said to have a head so small 
and.deformed that it is dertainly doomed to be an idiot 
if-it. lives. It also has a, stricture of the windpipe which 
makes its breathing laboréd and painful. Life means noth; 
ing to that child says the physician. And its continued 
existence perhaps means death to the mother. For the 
sake of. the baby and its parents, and of society in gen- 
. eral, he advocates the elimination of all such defectives. 

«f*Where such lives are shortened.” he says, “the par- 


ents’ lives: are prolonged.”
